 Twenty-Three Dead Bodies. 
Twenty-three dead bodies were finally 
taken from the theater. Ten persons, more 
or less injured, are at the city hospital. 
Two of them may die. Several others were 
taken to their homes in carriages, suffer- 
ing from contusions or broken benes. The 


death list will probably exceed twen*>- 
five.

At a late hour tonight there had been 
but fourteen of the dead identified.

FOUR MORE BODIES 


RECOVERED FROM THE MINE AT 
DAYTON, TENN. 


The Bodies Were in a Kneeling Posi- 
tion with the Mouths Close to 
the Ground. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., December 27.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The bodies of four of the six en- 
tombed miners at the Nelson mine, near 
Dayton, where the recent explosion oc- 
curred were recovered this afternoon. 
They were Cyrus Alexander, Floyd Jewell, 
Robert Jewell and Robert Hamilton. 

The men were in a kneeling posture when 
found, their faces against the bottom of 
the mine, indicating that they died while 
trying to get fresh air near the surface 
of the mine. They were all found as- 
phyxiated. 

Mine Inspector F. P. Cluts passed 
through the city tonight en route to Nash- 
vile. He has just closed his investiga- 
tions and states that the accident was 
principally caused by the explosion of a 
pocket of gas in one of the miner’s rooms, 
which started the coal dust, the dust be- 
coming ignited from the lighted gas. 

Four of the men were killed by the falling 
slate and by the burning gas. The other 
twenty-four were killed by the after damp 
caused by the explosion of the coal dust. 
This was demonstrated, because in the 
room of Josh Bennett, one of the miners, 
which had been marked with the danger 
line, the supports as well as the coal were 
charred, a condition not found in any 
other part of the exploded district; hence 
it is believed that the gas explosion oc- 
curred through the negligence of some one 
going into Bennett’s room with an open 
lamp. 
inspector Clute states that the company 
had done everything that could have been 
done to prevent accident, but they could 
not provide against any absolute violation 
of the rules, such as going with open 
lamps across danger lines. 

There still remain two bodies in the 
mine. The rescuers were driven back by 
the choke damp after recovering the foyr 
men today. The fans will work all night 
and the rescuers will resume their labors 
tomorrow. 


SIX PASSENGERS INJURED. 


Collision in Nebraska Will Result in 

at Least One Death. 

Lincoln, Neb., December 27.—As the re- 
sult of a collision between Burlington pas- 
senger train No. 43, , westbound, and a 
freight train at Seward, about noon yes- 
terday, one man will die and five were 
injured. The list is as follows: 

J. A. Geister, fireman on passenger en- 
gine, fatally crushed; J. B. Jeffreys, fire- 
man on freight, leg crushed and otherwise 
bruised, condition serious; M. M. George, 
York, Neb., leg and shoulder bruised; Mrs. 
Ida Ferguson, Lincoln, slightly bruised and 
shaken up; R. E. McLuen, Guthrie Center, 
lowa; badly bruised. 

The passenger crashed into the freight 
train, which was standing on a side track. 
Both engines were badly damaged. With 
the exception of Fireman Jeffreys, all the 
injured will recover.

Hill Introduced a Joint Bond 
Resolution, 


THEN HE CAUGHT A ROAST 


Teller Handled Him Without the 
Proverbial Mittens. 


SAID, HILL WAS A “TIDEWAITER” 


Then New York’s Senator Became Ex- 
ceedingly Wrathy—An Interest- 
ing Discussion. 


; ‘Washingtonk December 27.—The finan- 
Gial question came to the front in the 
senate today in the form of a joint reso- 
lution’ introduced by Mr. Hill, demfocrat, 
of New York, to the effect that all bonds 
to be hereafter issued shall be made pay- 
able in gold coin or in standard silver dol- 
lars at the option of the holders; and that 
no bond containing such option shall bear a 
higher rate of interest than 3 per cent. 
He made a long, carefully prepared speech 
on the subject, winding up with the declar- 
ation that his proposition was a measure 
simply for temporary relief; but that as 
a@ measure of permanent relief it was rea- 
sonably clear that all United States notes 
and treasury notes should be redeemed 
and then canceled, _ 

In explaining and advocating his joint 
resolution Mr. Hill said that under our 
existing financial system for which, candor 
compelled him to say, both of the prin- 
cipal political parties were largély respon- 
sible, there were outstanding today $346,- 
000,000 of legal tender United States notes 
which this government is considered 
obliged to redeem in gold whenever pre- 
sented for*redemption; and when redeemed 
these notes—which are dentand debts of 
the government—could not be retired or 
canceled, but must be reissued and paid 
out. As a redemption fund for this pur- 
pose the government was obliged to main- 
tain a “a gold reserve” so called, of $100,- 
000, 000. That fund was today, Mr. Hill 
declared, only about $68,000,000, and was 
disappearing by reason of the large amount 
of greenbacks being daily presented for 
redemption. Ina few days this fund was 
likely to be less than $50,000,000. The 
honor and credit of the government re- 
quired that the fund should be restored 
to the full sum of $100,000,000. 


Bond Issue the Remedy. 

“How is the government with reason- 
able dispatch to procure the necessary 
gold?” he asked. “Every ayenue for se- 
curing it is blocked except the one method 
of borrowing it. The revenues of the 
government are not paid in gold and 
while the government itself must pay in 
gold it cannot compel, under existing laws, 
its revenues to be paid in that coin, and 
it has, therefore, but one practical resource 
left—and that is to borrow the gold upon 
the best terms possible. It cannot refuse 
to redeem the :greenbacks whenever pre- 
sented. It cannot regulate their present- 
ment. The law requires it to pay, redeem 
and then to reissue then. Any other 
course is repudiation; anything less is na- 
tional dishonor.”’ 


To Redeem $346,000,000. 

Mr. Hill said it was a business proposi- 
tion which was.presented to us. It did 
not involve and neither did it antagonize 
any question relating to the free coinage 
of silver. That question was wholly for- 
eign to the proposition submitted. 

“There were $846,000,000 of greenbacks 
afioat which were being constantly pre- 
sented to the government for payment—for 
regemption; and the gold must be forth- 
coming, or else repudiation would ensue. 
There was no adequate time to retire the 
greenbacks, because the question of re- 
demption was actually upon us; bonds 
must be issued under the old statute, and 
the only question involved in it, whether 
by inaction (by an obstinate refusal he 
might say) to modify its provisions so as 
to permit greater discretion to be exer- 
cised and so a; to permit the bonds to 
draw a less rate of interest—we should 
compel the government to pay an enormous 
unnecessary sum of money in interest. 


Says Greenbacks Should Be Restored. 

“A lasting cure, however, could only be 
effected by the retirement and cancella- 
tion of the entire greenback currency, thus 
relieving the governnmrent of the great bur- 
den of supplying a paper credit currency 
always to be kept at a par with, and to be 
redeemable in geld. 

In conclusion he said: 

“Why is it not the part of prudence and 
wisdom to create a bonded debt for the 
whole amount of these notes and then 
cancel and extinguish them. That sensible 
course would stop the creation of any 
further bonded indebtedness. Otherwise 
the process of borrowing and bonding myst 
continue, to what extent no one can fore- 
tell.’’ 

The Men That Discredited. 

Mr. Teller said that he did not desire to 
entertain the discussion of the question 
now. But he wanted to entertain his pro- 
test against the repeated assertion made by 
the executive department and now in the 
senate that the government is bankrupt. He 
made that protest because the securities 
of the United States were “gilt-edged’’ se- 
curities in every market of the world, and 
never had been discredited by any banker, 
or by anybody save the executive depart- 
ment under this administration and by that 
member of it who now appeared as its 
champion in the senate. 


A Hot Denunciation. 

“The contract under which bonds- were 
issued last year,’’ said Mr. Teller, “is a 
lasting disgrace, due either to the dis- 
honesty or imbecility of the administration. 

‘We are told,’ he said, “by the public 
press that we are to have another bond 


issue and that it will be as favorable at | 


this time as before, because the government 
of the United States is in greater distress 
than a year ago. Against ali that I pro- 
test.”’ 

Called Him a “Tidewaiter.” 

“T do not intend,’’ Mr. Teller continued, 
“to discuss the finances now, but J do 
want to enter my protest against this deg- 
radation of our credit. There is not a finan- 
cier in the country who will not tell you 
that we can place our bonds on the market 
at 3 per cent and sell all that we want to. 
I° do not say that it might not be well 
to amend existing law because of our ina- 
bility to get money on our securities. At 
the proper time I will express my opinion 
upon the department from the president 
down to the tidewaiter who now assumes 
to speak on the financial matter.” 

The bitter and pointed manner in which 
this last sentence was uttered, created a 
slight sensation and some quiet laughter in 
the senate chamber. 

Scored the Assistant Treasurer. 

Mr. Teller went on to speak of the re-

BOND BILL AMENDED. 


Sound Money Republicans Wanted a 
. Say in the Matter. 


Washington, December 27.—The opposi- 
tion to the bond bill which developed with 
unexpected rapidity among the republicans 
in the house yesterday resulted in its 
amendment by the ways and means com- 
mittee this morning so as to prevent to re- 
tirement of the legal tender notes. The 
implied retirement of these notes in the 
bill as originally agreed upon furnished the 
inspiration for much of the hostility to the 
measure among certain of the republicans 
who belong to what is termed “the sound 
money wing of the party.” The action of 
the committee today nullifies this hostility, 
and, in the language of Mr. Hopkins, of 
IHinois, through whose efforts the bill was 
_—— ‘insures its passage through the 

ouse.”’ 

When the ways and meaos committee 
met this morning the amendment prepared 
by Mr. Hopkins was inserted in the bill 
as a part of section 1, and the chairman 
was directed to report the measure to the 
house in that form. 

Section 1 as amended after giving authori- 
ty to the secretary of the treasury to sell 
coin bonds bearing interest at 3 per cent, 
en pes after five years, reads as fol- 
ows: 

“And the secretary of the treasury shall 
use the proceeds thereof for the redempt- 
tion of United States legal tender notes and 
for no other purpose; provided, that noth- 
ing in this act shall be construed to repeal 
or modify the act approved May 1, 1878, en- 
titled ‘an act to forbid further retirement 
of United States legal tender notes.’ ”’ 

Then follows the remainder of the section 
by reference to advertising the bonds for | 
sale. 

Another amendment inserted by the com- 
mittee in section 1 today provides that the 
bends shall be payable in fifteen years after 
their issue.

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‘ BOND BILL AMENDED. 


HOUSE WAS IN SESSION BOTH 
.NIGHT AND DAY. 


Many Speeches Were Made During the 
Sittings—Adjournment Was Had 
Last Night at 10 O’Clock. 


Washington, December 27.—In accordance 
with the decision of the committee on 
ways and means last Mgnday, Cnairman 
Dingley today reported to the house the 
bill to provide for the restoration and 
protection of the gold reserve by the sale 
of 3 per cent bonds and to authorize ttie 
issue of certificates of indebtedfess to 
meet deficiencies in revenue. 

But under the protests of a large number 
of republican members the bill was amend- 
ed by the committee at a meeting held this 
morning and the programme calling for 
@ vote on the passage of the bill at 5 
o’clock today was changed 80 as to give 
six hours additional debate, three tonight 
and three tomorrow, the vote to be taken 
at 3 o’clock Saturday afternoon. The reso- 
lution from the committee on rules to 
this effect was adopted by a vote of 185 to 
101, ~after ft’ had beénm antagonized by 
Messrs. Crisp, Bailey and McMillin, the 
republicans refraining from discussing it. 

The debate on the bend bill was opened 
by Mr. Dingley, who advocated its passage 
in a speech necessitating duration. He said 
its provisions, would tend to strengthen 
and protect the gold reserve by: making it 
a fund for the redemption of greenbacks 
only, and not a-«fund to. be drawn upon 
for current expenses. The passage of tne 
bil was also advocated in the course or 
the afternoon by Mr. Grosvenor, repub- 
lican, of Ohio, as a patriotic duty; by Mr. 
Lacey, republican, of Ohio, and Mr. John- 
son, republican, of North Dakota. 

It was opposed by Mr. Turner democrat, 
of Georgia, who said the administration 
wanted all the paper money retired and if 
he had had an opportunity to do so would 


have offered to so amend the bill; by Mr. | 


Patterson, democrat, of Tennessee, who 
said the duty of congress was to restore 
confidence in the currency of the country, 
and by Messrs. Swanson, democrat, of 
Virginia, and Wheeler, Gemocrat, ot Aia- 
bama. 


Johnson Gave Republicans the Roast. 

The sensaiion of the day came at a iate 
hour in the afternoon when Mr. Johnson, 
republican, of California, voiced in impas- 
siopned manner the opposition to the meas- 
ure in the ranks of the majority. He said 
it gave the lie.to every republican speech 
and every republican platform and he 
pleaded with his politicul associates to 
vote against it, He was cheered by the 
democrats ana many republicans as he 
predicted the defeat of the first section of 
the bill and declared that the only true re- 
lief to be found was in the free and unlim- 
ited coinage of silver. 

Before the debate was entered upon by 
the unanimous report of the committee on 
elections No. 1, which commended Mr. 
McGann for his fairness and justice In 
waiving his claim to the seat, Mr. .4uga 
Belknap was declared to be entitied to tne 
seat from the third Lllinois district, for 
Which Mr. Lawrence E. McGann held the 
certificate. Mr. Belknap was sworn in by 
the speaker. 

At 5 o'clock the house rose and took &@ 
recess until 7 o’clock. 

Evening Session of the House, 

There were not more than a dozen re- 
publicans in their seats when Speaker iNeed 
called the house to order at 7 o’clock. Mr. 
Wheeler, democrat, of Alabama, who was 


entitled t the floor, having held it when 


the house arose for recess, being absent, 
Mr. Terry, democrat, of Arkansas, was 
recognized.

Young W. P. Pentecost Fires a Bullet 
at His Mistress 


AND THEN ONE IN HIS TEMPLE 


Tragedy on Collins Street Last Night. 
Work of a Pistol. 


THE  WOULD-BE MURDERER SUICIDES 


Crazed by Drink, Young Pentecost At- 
tempts To Kill Edna Guild, and 
Failing, Ends His Own Life. 


W. P. Pentecost, twenty-one years old,. 
formerly of Cedar Hill, Ga., fired one shot 
at ina Guild, an inmate of a Collings, 
street house, and then sert a béllet crash- 
ing through his own brain last night. 


The first shot narrowly missed its tmrkh, 


grazing the woman’s shoukler, but the sec- 
ond bored a hole through -the .would-be 
murderer's own head, from . which His 
brains vczed eut and ended bis life. Fente- 
cost never spoke after firing the shots, dy- 
ing on the ficor of the room of the woman 
he attempted to kill. 

The tragedy appears to have resulted 
from an unbalanced mind, frenzied by 
drink and despondency. The suicide was 


uncer the influence of intoxicants ang. 
without apparent provocation ieveled the 
gun at his former mistress and pulled the 
trigger, evidently intending to kill himself 
afterwards, ending the existence of bofh 
together. 

The bullet sped past the woman and - 
she ran from the room screaming with 
terror. Just as she leaped through the 
door Pentecost placed the weapon close 
to his own temple and sent the messenger 
of death crashiug through his head. The - 
ball entered the right temple and passed 
out on the opposite side, ranging upwards 
slightly. 

The shots alarmed the irmates of the 
house, all of whom ran to the room of 
the tragedy. It is one on the second floor 
of the house of Madam Belle Burton. Sev- 
eral men in the house straightened out the 
body of Pentecost, which had fallen against 
a dresser, and quickly gave the alarm. 
The police and hospital officials were noti- 
fied and the ambulance carried Dr. Shaw, 
of the hospital staff, to the house. The 
physician made a hasty examination of 
the wounded man and found that he was 
dying. The brain was oozing out with the 
man’s blood and nothing could be done to 
save him. 

Dr. Shaw bandaged the wour to stop 
the flow and then watched the dying man 
breath his last, he living only a short time 
after the arrival of the physician. The 
body was taken to Patterson’s und 
establishment later in the night. An in- 
quest will be held there this morning. 

What the Woman Says.” 

“Pentecost came here the day before 
Christmas,” said EKdna Guild, the woman 
who a escaped with her life, “which 
was the fi®st time I had seen him since 
April last.. We used to be good friends 
and when he came to town the other day 
he called on me. This afternoon he came 
back here and was drinking so much that 
I told him to go away.

The remains of Otto Hilmer, the Ger- ca STAKE ; PE 
mfan-who cut nis throat at 59 Lovejoy Ae _ 
street Thursday at noon, will be buried 
in Atlanta. The interment will take 
place at Westview Sunday morning, at 10 
o’clock. 

An inquest was held over the dead body 
yesterday morning and a verdict to the 
effect that Hilmer came to his death by 
his own hands was reached. Three wit- 
nesses were examined and the facts of 
the case, as printed in yesterday’s Con- 
stitution, were brought out. No cause 
for the rash act of Hilmer ts known. 

Undertaker Patterson telegraphed the 
Chicago firms with which Wilmer seems to 
have had a connection, advising them of 
the suicide, but no reply had been re- 
ceived last night. He asked for advice 
as to the disposition of the body of Hil- 
mer, thinking that perhaps the man might 
have friends in Chicago who would want 
the remains sent there for interment. 
When it was decided that the Chicago 
people would do nothing in the matter 
some of Hilmrer’s Atlanta friends started 
a subscription list and made up enough 
to have the body buried here in an ap- 
propriate manner. The amount was sub- 
scribed by some of the German exhibitors 
at the exposition and of the city. 

It seems that Hilmer’s wife is now in 
Germany. It is said that the pair parted 
about six or eight months ago in Florida, 
the wife returning to her native coun- 
try. They formerly lived in Chicago and 
it seems disagreed seriously for some time 
before finally separating. Some of Hil- 
mer’s friends think that it was partly due 
to his family troubles that he deliberately

“VM A DEAD MAN?” 


THAT IS WHAT SAMPLES SAID 
AS HE FELL. 


Fairmount—Were Both on a 
Christmas Spree. 


Calhoun, Ga., December 27.—(Special. )— 
On Wednesday night last, in the little vil- 
lage of Fairmount, in this county, Mr. 
Dan Samples met a tragic death at the 
hands of “Bud” McCue The details have 
as yet not been fully made known and at 


| & late hour this evening the coroner and 


jury were still hearing evidence in the 
inquest, 

It is the same old story—a drunken 
Christmas spree. Samples and McCue had 
fought several times during the evening 
and each had been knocked down by the 
other, the lust fight occurring only a short 
time before the fatal termination of the 
trouble, when the combatants were sepa- 
rated by friends—Samples being carried 
away and McCue carried' into the office of 
C. Moony, a justice of the peace, and the 
door locked. 

A few minutes before the killing Sam- 
ples came to the door and tried to get in, 
aud demanding an entrance the door was 
opened. He walked in and started toward 
McCue, when the latter drew his pistol and 
fired, the ball missing Samples and striking 
Andy Kelly, a bystander, in the leg. 

Samples rushed out and caught McCue by 
the throat and the second shot was fired, 
striking Samples in the left breast, when 
he loosed his hold on McCue, and placed his 
hand to his breast as he ran out saying: 

“I’m a dead man. Tell my wife and 
children goodby.” 

He fell near a large oak tree, some ten 
feet from the door, and died in thirty min- 
utes. 

Samples leaves a wife and seven chil- 
dren. McCue is unmarried. Sheriff Dul- 
nam and party are after McCue, but he 
had not been captured at a late hour this 
evening. Public sentiment seems to be 
somewhat divided as to whether the kill- 
ing was justifiable to any extent or ‘not. 
To say the least of it the tax payers of 
Gordon county are to be taxed to try one 
of her citizens for murder committed by a 
man whose reason was dethroned by 
liquor. 

McCue, Samples and others were all 
drinking and having a general fighting 
frolic.

of Bibb superior court by the Central of 

orgia railway company. Each mort- 
gage covers many pages of printed mat- 
ter and states that it has become necessary 
and expedient for the Central of Georgia 
to borrow a large sum of money in order 
to provide means to purchase and pay for 
the main line, extending from Savannah to 
Atlanta. and the Milledgeville branch, and 
to make payment of the agreed purchase 
prices for the Savannah and Western, 
Montgomery and Eufaula, Mobile and 
Girard, Macon and Northern and the Sa- 
vannah and Atlantic railroads, and the 
leasehold interests in the Southwestern, 
and Augusta and Savannah railroads, and 
the appurtenances, equipments, property 
and franchises thereunto respectively be- 
longing. 

The Central has delivered first: A mort- 
gage or deed of trust to the Metropolitan 
Trust Company, to be known as the first 
preference incomfe mortgage, to secure the 
payment of an issue of bonds of the Cen- 
tral for the aggregate principal sum of 
$4,000,000, payable November 1, 1945, and 
bearing interest payable only out of net 
income earnings available for such pur- 
pose at the rate of not exceeding 5 per 
cent per annum; also, a second mortgage 
to the Central Trust Company to secure 
the payment of an issue of bonds of $7,000,- 
000; also, a third mortgage to the Manhat- 
tan Trust Compan to secure the pay- 
ment of an issue of bonds of $4,000,000.

The Central obligates to 
pay all operating expenses and keep in re- 
pair the roadbed, rolling stock, ctc., of the 
Southwestern. 

M. and B. Railroad Sold. 

The Macon and Birmingham railroad 
was sold today at public sale before the 
courthouse door by Colonel Isaac lilarde- 
man, commissioner of sale. It Wags bought 
in by Charles H. Tyler, of Boston, repre- 
senting I. M. Edwards and B. C. Parsons, 
of Boston, for $368,000. Of this sum only 
$200,000 was paid for the road, while $168,- 
000 represenis the rolling stock purchased 
from the ‘United States Rolling Stock 
Company by the Macon and Birmingham 
railroad and being about 490 freight cars. 
According to the terms of the sale the suc- 
cessful bidder was required to pay $25,000 
cash within one hour after the property 
was knocked down to him and will be re- 
quired to pay $7/5,000 in cash within twenty- 
four hours after confirmation of sale. The 
balance of the purchase price must be paid 
within sixty days from date of confirma- 
tion, either in cash or outstanding bonds 
and overdue coupons of the Macon and 
Birmingham railroad. 

Mr. Tyler promptly paid the $25,000 to 
Commissioner Hardeman as the decree 
provided. Mr. Tyler arrived in Macon last 
night from Boston and registered at the 
Hotel Lanier. This morning he went to 
the American National bank and deposited 
twenty-five bills of the denomination of 
$1.000 each. 

The bidding started off at $100,000, by Mr. 
Robert G. Ober, of Baltimore. From this 
the bidding went steadily on until it reach- 
ed $190,000, which was the last bid made by 
Mr. Ober. Mr. Tyler offered $200,000 and 
the road was Knocked down to him with 
the agreement to pay off the $168,000 as 
stated above. It is said that Mr. Ober rep- 
resented the bondholders’ committee and 
there are others who say that he repre- 
sented Mr. W. B. Sparks, who had certain 
schemes in view for the future of the road. 
While Mr. Tyler represents Edwards & 
Parsons, it is not known who Edwards — 
Parsons represent. One belief is that they 
represent the Southern railway, which road 
it is said desires to shut out the Macon 
and Birmingham as a possible competitor 
in the future. Another belief is that Ed- 
wards & Parsons represent the Kansas 
City, Ft. Scott and Memphis railroad, 
which already runs to Birmingham, and it 
is the intention of this company to extend 
the Macon and Birmingham from La- 
Grange to Birmingham, a distance of 135 
miles. The Macon and Birmingham now 
runs from LaGrange to Macon, about 
ninety-seven miles, where it can connect 
with the Macon, Dublin and Savannah 
railroad, which road is finished and in op- 
eration from Macon to Dublin. Some gay 
the Macon, Dublin and Savannah is owned 
by the Kansas City, Ft. Scott and Memphis 
road, and it intends to finish the line from 
Dublin to Savannah, and it will then have 
a_ through and independent line from Sa-

Sem Jones Talked On ‘‘Shams” To 
$000 People Last Night. 


SOME CHASTE ILLUSTRATIONS 


The Speaker Delivers a Characteristic 
Talk and Entertains His Large 
. Audience. 


When Rev. Sam P. Jones preached here 
some time ago he promised to return and 
lecture on “Shams and the Genuine,” to 
give his hearers anything but a dull time, 
and, if the temperature registered 60 de- 
grees, to send the mercury up past the 
hundredth degree Fahrenheit. 

These promises he fulfilled last night at 
the tabernacle to nearly three thousand 
people. That they were instructed by his 
sound wisdom and philosophy, intcrested 
in his forcible truths and illustrations, 
amused at his quaint abuse of sin and his 
pathos, and highly entertained with his 
yarns and anecdotes was manifested to 
that degree which could not be mistaken. 
He played upon the humor chords of the 
heart with the ease of a master. Every- 
body there was impelled by the desire to 
hear a good lecture as only Sam Jones can 
make. Not a one was disappointed. 

Told ’Em a Texas Story. 

After ‘an amusing introduction by Mr. 
Attkisson, Mr. Jones gave one of his char- 
acxeristic reminders. While on one of his 
surneys he preached to the negroes in a 
Texas town. The sermon over, an old black 
woman weighing 250 pounds “dressed” ap- 
proached and shook his hand, observing: 
‘God bless you, Mr. Jones! You sho’ isa 
good preacher; all us niggers lobes yo’ 
preachin’; you ’zorts mo’ like a nigger en 
any wite man I eber seed; yo gotter wite 
skin but a black heart.’’ Though the ex- 
pression of the old negro was not proper, 
he said he knew how she meant it and it 
did him good. 

“In the 2,500 people here tonight,”’ he 
said, “‘we have no shams—they are all 
genuine—the shams remained at home be- 
cause the weather was too inclement. If 
any of you get your toes trampled on, don’t 
you feel hurt; if you do and come upon the 
stand I shall humbly beg your pardon. 
I don’t want to hurt any of you, so don’t 
begin to feel uneasy already. 


Wore a Swell Evening Coat. 


“The Christmas just passed is the great- 
est and brightest I ever spent. I am two 
times a father and no rman can be happier. 
Roam where [I will there ig no happier 
place for me than my home. At my gold 
wedding anniversary they put one of these 
claw-hammer coats on me and I had a 
humming good time of it. I shook hands 
with myself seven times, I felt so good. 

“This is certainly a égreath world. 
There may be larger, grander and wealth- 
ler ones, but this is the best I’ve ever lived 
in. The mountains, the valleys, the land- 
scapes and all nature speak God’s thoughts 
and are the gift of a gracious father to 
the children of men. In the moral world 
no man admires and reveres a good Chris- 
tian more than | for the shams 
I have an utter contempt as _ (for 
a crawling thing. I shall be- 
gin at the top and work down, so be still: 
I'm coming to you old flop-eared hounds. 
I'll give you the worth of your money if 
you have a place to put it. Some people 
haven’t; they need working on above the 
eyes, because they haven’t got enough 
brains to lodge a mustard seed. 


A Hit at the Preachers. 


“We have shams and the genuine in the 
church. Every place has them and ,I 
think the shams are out of proportion in 
Atlanta. You sit where you belong in the 
procession. The preachers are all good— 
so much so that many are good fdr noth- 
ing. God called some of them to keep them 
out of devilment. They mistake dignity 
for propriety and piety for power. Some of 
them, bless you, go around with a 6x10 
sanctimonious countenance and a deep frog 
voice for everything. 

“Heredity and environment plav upon hu- 
man nature, on character. I had a Scotch 
terrier I brought from Texas. He was a 
ratter from Rattersville. I got a poodle 
ane became just as good ratter by asso- 
ciation. 


A Practical Suggestion. 


“I’m reminded of an incident where a 
preacher of a big church had small congre- 
gations. He asked me how to get the 
people out. I told him to go into his 
pulpit. sing his songs, pray his prayers, 
tead his text, then go down, grab one of 
those old, red-nosed deacons who had 
never done anything but warm a seat and 
throw him out of a window. It would 
cost you $10 for the window and as much 
for police fine, but your church: won’t hold 
\the people who will flock to see a preacher 
who has done something. There are lots 
of these old no ’count deacons who ought 
to be walpnes and skinned. I'm talking 
to some of you right now. 

“These manuscript fellows! I would 
rather one would pull an old pistol on nre 
than throw a manuscript, for a pistol will 
go off sometimes. I had a manuscript 
pulled on me once. The lightning never 
strikes in the same place twice, because 
the place ain’t there.” 


A Word of Politics. 


I drop down into another realm—politics.

These old long- 
nose devils of whisky men have rolled the 
juggernaut wheel over our nation and 
wrecked and crushed our young men, yet 
the old long-nosed legislator talks about 
his conservatism. I want to give him a 
dose of rough on rats. I’ve more re- 
Spect for a chaingang than for an old, 
rich, fat brewer who has sapped the life’s 
blood of oum boys and destroyed our 
homes. You can tote this to them too, if 
you want to. I’d sooner go into copart- 
nership with the devil than to-own stock 
in a brewery and distillery. The damnable 
old scoundrels. I’ve done a heap of devil- 
ment, but have never sunk so low as to be 
@ congressman. We pride ourselves on 
fealty to principle. You old fool, you 
wouldn’t know a principle if you were to 
meet it in the road. A billygoat has as 
much principle.’’ 
~ The desire for offices, he said, has taken 
the country: He cited how the old, fat 
office holders in Washington city had been 
turned out, and how the new ones had 
rushed in and bbed a teat and held on 
like grim death. Some of them reminded 
him of a great big calf suckling a small, 
puny mother cow. He characterized the 
eager little office holders puppies—they are 
mot big enough to call dogs. He did 
not want any office—not even mayor of 
Atlanta, for he couldn’t get it—if he was 
mayor the grass and dirt of the city would 
look like a cyclone had struck after he went 
into office. He wouldn’t have any pulpit, 
because he would not get down off of his 
big engine to shove a wheel barrow.

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INCREASE OF FAILURES. 


. BRADSTREET’S ' HAS RECORDED 
13,013 FOR THE YEAR. 


South Has Had Less Depression Than 
Any Other Section—What R. 
G. Dun & Co. Say. 


New York, December 27.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say: As is the rule in Christ- 
mas week, wholesale trade has been quiet. 
The holidays, the close of the year and 
stock-taking tend to make business slow, 
and promise only a little trade until after 
January. In various cities, notably New 
York, Boston, Baltimore and Chicago, 
anticiptions as to the character of trade 
early in the coming year, are hopeful but 
it remains to be seen whether the down- 
ward movement of demand and prices and 
the delay in putting the currency on a 
sound basis, all of which have begun to 
show themselves in trade conditions, will 
permit of as early and marked gains in 


stapie lines of trade in 1896 as has been | 


confidently anticipated. 

Business failures in the country for a 
completed year number 13,013, an increase 
of more than 2 per cent. The increase in 
number of failures are at the west, north- 
west arid in the middle states, decreases 
being shown in New England, at the south 
and on the Pacific coast. 

The quotation for coke has been ad- 
vanced, as well as those for mohair, wheat, 
indian corn, oats and for sugar, while for 
leather, hides, lumber, coal, wool, coffee 
and print cloths quotations are unchanged. 
Fractional reactions are reported in prices 
of refined petroleunt, cotton, pork, flour, 
iron and steel. 

The week’s features in commercial lines 
are a rather better trade in Christmas 
specialties than expected, smaller business 
at the west from long continued rains and

tailers, and the pronounced movement of 
funds from the west to the east, not only 
to pay interest but because of the better 
a for currency at the large financial) 
centers. 


Report from R. G. Dun & Co. 


New York. December 27.—R. G. Dun,s& 
Co. will say tomorrow in their weekly 
review of trade: 

Failures for the week have been 322 in 
the United States against 350 last year, and 
40 In Canada, against 41 last year. 

The failures of the fourth quarter of 
the year 1895, not yet finished, cannot be 
definitely stated, but the aggregate of de- 
ferred liabilities for the year, while much 
smaller than in 1893, will vary but little 
from that of 189%. The year’s aggregate 
of commercial liabilities will probably 
be about $170,000,000 in manufacturing, over 
$73,000,000, or 10 per cent more than last 
year, but in trading aboyt $88,000,000, or 9 
per cent less than last year. 

The foreign and financial messages of 
the president were followed by violent re- 
action in the stock market last Saturday 
with grave fears of monetary trouble. The 
sudden panic checked business in many 
departments and the industries cannot be 
expected to show signs of improvement 
until the new year begins. Orders have 
for months been so much smaller than they 
were in the summer when production was 
expanding gnd prices mounting rapidly, 
that new causes of uncertainty have the 
more influence. Bessemer pig has declin- 
ed 25 cents more at Pittsburg, the bar 
iron association has reduced its price, not 
yet to the rate at which steel as well as 
iron bars are actually seld and in most de- 
partments this industry suffers from the 
speculative advance in prices and produc- 
tion last summer. It is noted that Besse- 
mer ard cpen hearth steel were offered 
at the same price in bids on 6,000 tons, 
which a Pittsburg mill“will produce for 
appraisers’ stores here. In the great tex- 
tile manufactures the usual holiday dull- 
ness is increased by delay of orders, though 
there is some accumulation of goods for 
the demand expected soon. Standard 
brown sheeting and drills are an eighth 
lower and cotton goods average a third of 
1 per cent lower. 

The shoe and leather business does not 
improve and both leather and manufac- 
tured goods decline slightly, though spec- 
ulation is again hoisting hides about 10 
per cent for all in two weeks, and for 
some kinds 25 per cent. 

Cotton has remained at 8% cents since 
last Saturday and enormous commercial 
and mill stocks here and abroad with a 
demand for goods much smaller than in 
September hinder an advance. The quan- 
tity which has come into sight ig 30 per 
cent less than last year to date, but 
slightly larger than in 1892, when the crop 
was 6,700,000 bales. . a 

Payments through clearing houses were 
abnormally swelled by last week's panic, 
so that the average daily for December at 
all points is 18.0 per cent more thar in 
1894 and 12.2 per cent less than in 1892. 
Foreign trade shows a gain of 19% per 
cent in exports from New York for three 
weeks of December, which is decidedly en- 
couraging and a decrease of 18% per cent 
in imports here.

It might be well for us to pay more 
attention to Cuba just now and let the 
Venezuela case rest until there are fur- 
ther developments. The Cubans are 
traveling the same road which led our 
forefathers to independence. They are 
suffering from greater oppression and 
heavier taxation than buzxjened the 
American colonists when they threw off 
the British yoke. Yet the Americans 
“excited the sympathy of other nations 
and France nobly came to their aid ata 
critical time. There are stronger rea- 
sons why we should help the Cubans 
than those which, brought France to our 
support, because the islanders are try- 
ing to follow our example and establish 
a republic with institutions like our own. 
Our traditional policy has been to look 
with favor upon other nations in this 
hemisphere when they were fighting for 
freedom and we promptly recognized the 
belligerency of several Spanish-Ameri- 
can countries when they took up arms 
against Spain. 

The sentiment of the American people 
is overwhelmingly in favor of recog- 
nizing the belligerent rights of the Cu- 
bans, and congress should act without 
further delay. If we wait until the 
revolutionists gain their independence, 
or until it is assured, our recognition 
will not be appreciated. It will be re- 
garded as tardy and ungracious. If the 
Cubans deserve recognition let us grant 
it at once, and if they do not deserve 
it let us say so. It is not at all credita- 
ble to us to dodge and postpone the 
question until we see that the revolu- 
tionists are able to take care of them- 
selves. If France had not boldly rush- 
ed to the rescue when we needed help 
we might have been conquered. Surely 
our great republic can afford to be 
equally generous to the struggling and 
plucky little nation at our doors.

Walter Wellman, who is one of the 
best known of the Washington newspa- 
per correspondents, is now serving The 
Chicago Times-Herald. This corres- 
pondent has won the respect and con- 
fidence of the public men and officials 
and is thus able to send his paper, The 
Chicago Times-Herald, a great deal of 
exclusive matter. Another thing that 
enables Mr. Wellman to get behind the 
scenes at Washington is the fact that 
his paper, The Times-Herald, is a vig- 
orous believer in and defender of the 
British gold standard and ardently ad- 
mires Mr. Cleveland’s course on the 
financial question. 

Consequently, we are somewhat sur- 
prised to find Mr. Wellman presenting 
in The Times-Herald certain reports of 
the political status in Washington re- 
markable for their candor. From such 
a correspondent candor is to be expect- 
ed, of course, but not always of the 
kind that Mr. Wellman deals in. He 
writes to his paper that “nothing is left 


of the democratic party in Washington, 
nothing effective and substantial but 
Mr. Cleveland himself, and he is not 
democratic enough to hurt.” He goes 
on to say that very few democratic sen- 
ators or representatives go to the white 
house. “The number of republicans 
calling there is much greater than the 
number of democrats.” 

A very curious fact related by Mr. 
Wellman is that “when Mr. Cleveland 
wanted to know the inside facts relative 
to the probability of financial legisla- 


tion in that body (congress) he had to | 


send some of his exeéutive officers up to 
the capitol to test the legislative pulse.” 

The plain inference from this is that 
Mr. Cleveland is not familiar enoug! 
with the purposes of his party to know 
whether its representatives in congress 
will or will not aid him in fastening re- 
publican financial legislation on the 
country. 

Mr. Wellman relates some interesting 
details in regard to Mr. Cleveland and 
his cabinet. He says that when the 
“‘ministers’’ assemble the president is 
always in a good humor. «He laughs and 
jokes with each one, but after business 
is taken up he is inclined to be serious. 
He encourages members of the cabinet 
to give their own views freely. Says 
Mr. Wellman: 

One of the newer ministers told me 
that when he first sat at council he felt. 
like keeping still. He was too modest to 
join in the discussions. But the first thing 
he Knew the president was asking him 
questions and drawing him out. Mr. 
Cleveland likes frankness and plain speak- 
ing and is not averse to the expression 
of opinions contrary to those entertained 
by himself. He is suspicious of the man 
who invariably agrees with him. He in- 
vites argument, but in nine cases out. of 
ten, 1 am told, acts on his own belief, un- 
influenced by. the discussion. “He is pa- 
tit, good-humored, easy to get along 
with and treats us all as his personal 
friends,’’ said a member of the cabinet, 
“but he holds a tight rein, too. We always 
know who is master.”’ 

“We always know who is master.” 
How simply told and yet how true! Mr. 
Cleveland is not only master of the 
official actions of the members of his 
cabinet, but he is also master of their 
political views. More than one of his 
“ministers” went into the cabinet with 
a record favorable to the free and wun- 
limited coinage of silver. It was one 
of these, no doubt, who, “when he first 
sat at council felt like keeping still.” 
Hie didn’t desire to air his free coinage 
views, but Mr. Cleveland was so jovial 
at first and so masterful at last that 
the new minister soon found, no doubt 
to his own great surprise, that he had 
surrendered his free coinage views at 
the bidding of the man whom he knew 
to be his master. 

These things are all of interest and 
we trust that Mr. Wellman will con- 
tinue .to give, in his candid way, 
glimpses of high official life in Wash- 
ington that do not come‘ under the 
purveyance of the average correspon- 


dent.

Much of this has 
been developed and the annual output 
ranks that state first in mining indus- 
tries. Under Georgia soil lies a hidden 
treasure of undeveloped ores.

The Golden State has made a re- 
markable record at the exposition.

In a great measure 
this success has been due to the work 
of Hon. J. A. Filcher, president of the 
California League of Press Clubs, who 
has been personally in charge of the ex- 
hibit of the State Board of Trade since 
the opening of the exposition. It was 
through his kindness and the efforts 
of the news representative of The Con- 
stitution on the exposition grounds that 
the mineral collection for the Girls’

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The Facts Coming Out. 

The insane fright of the gold standard 
organs pas caused them to throw cau- 
tion to the winds, and they are now 
confessing what they didn’t dare to 
hint before, namely: That the failure 
of the attempt to perpetuate the British 
gold standard in our financial system is 
a foregone conclusion. 

We referred to some admissions made 
by The New York Evening Post the 
other day. We have now to call atten- 
tion to the confession of a far abler and 
more dignified organ than The Evening 
Post—we mean The New York Journal 
of Commerce. In the course of an edi- 
torial article in which Mr. Cleveland is 
roundly abused for his Venezuelan mes- 
sage, The Journal of Commerce declares 
that the president has let loose a set of 
mischievous influences “under circum- 
stances of virtually uncontrollable mon- 
etary disorganization from which no 
clear way of ‘:escapd had been dis- 
covered.” 

A month ago the editor of The Jour- 
nal of Commerce would have smashed 
the nib of his pen rather than make 
such a statement, but it makes the dec- 
laration now to show why it is abusing 
a president on whom it has beer fawn- 
ing. 

“No clear way of escape” from the 
results of the single gold standard! 
“Uncontrollable monetary disorganiza- 
tion!’ “Our monetary system had be- 
come highly precarious even for peace 
purposes!” Think of that! Here is a 
string of admissions and confessions 
a yard long, coming from an organ 
which three weeks ago was declaring 
that everything was lovely, that the 
situation was serenity itself and that 
an era of great prosperity was about to 
dawn. 

“Uncontrollable monetary disorganiza- 
tion, from which no clear way of escape 
Had been discovered!” This is about 
as significant and as important a con- 
fession as any organ of the British gold 
standard has ever made, and we com- 
mend it to the serious contemplation of 
our business men, some of whom we 
regret to say have permitted themselves 
to be hoodwinked by the protestations 
and predictions of The Journal of Com- 
merce in regard to the utility of the 
single gold standard.

Dingley Applauds and Approves. 

Dingley, of Maine, chairman of the 
republican ways and mears committee 
of the house, announced the other day 
that he approved Mr. Carlisle’s financial 
policy. This was natural, for Mr. Car- 
lisle’s policy is the republican policy 
carried a little farther than the repub- 
ileans dared to carry it when they were 
in power. Otherwise, we may be very 
sure that Mr. Dingley, of Maine, re- 
publican chairman of the republican 
ways and means committee of the re- 
publican house woukl not have indors- 
ed it. 

In the course of his remarks Mr. 
Dingley uncovered a fact which, al- 
though it is of tremendous importance 
to the business interests of the people, 
has not been very widely advertised. 
He showed that the secretary of the 
treasury had withdrawn from circula- 


tion and locked up $70,000,000 of green- 


backs that have been redeemed in gold. 
The republican chairman of the ways 
and means committee heartily approves 
this policy, and we have no doubt it 
will be continued. As fast as the green- 
backs and treasury notes are presented 
for the purpose of drawing out the gold 
reserve they will be locked up the 
treasury and held ont of circulation—a 
fact which shows that if the money 
power cannot carry out its designs in 
one way it can in another. This illus- 
trates the old adage that there are more 
ways of killing a cow than choking her 
to death with butter. 

The purpose of the big bankers in 
imposing the British gold standard was 
to make the dollar unit of value more 
potential by contracting the money sup- 
ply, thus lowering prices and values. 
They find that the greenbacks and treas- 


lable to do to the extent of $70,000,000, 


according to Mr. Dingley, who knows 
more about the matter than any demo- 
cratic congressman who has stood by. 
the principles of his party. 

In circulating the contraction that has/ 
taken place in the people’s currency 
during the past thirty years, account 
must be taken of the large volume of 
greenbacks that were destroyed during 
the first seven years after the close of. 
the war. Account must also be taken 
of the volume of primary money that 
might have entered into the business 
life of the republic had our mints not 
been closed to the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver. To this must be added 
the net amount of gold that has been 
shipped abroad, amounting to more than 
$300,000,000. To this, again, must be 
added the amount of greenbacks and 
treasury notes that have been locked up 
in the treasury and in this way kept 
out of the channels of trade and busi- 
ness. According to Mr. Dingley, $70,- 
000,000 of greenbacks have been stowed 
away in the treasury vaults to keep 
company with the silver bullion, and 
the $40,000,000 of the treasury notes of 
1890 that Mr. Carlisle has redeemed 
and retired. 

Can any intelligent business man won- 
der at the shrinkage in prices, values, 
trade and profits in the face of such 
a tremendous contraction? The only 
consolation that any one can get out of 
the situation is that the ruin and misery 
that the British gold standard has 
brought and is bringing to the business 
and agricultural interests of the coun- 
try will cause the people to rise up and 
put an end to the system of wreck and 
ruin. 

Gold, as every sensible person knows, 
will cease to be exported only when 


prices and wages fall to the European 


level. When that time arrives we feel 
very sure that the people will be pre- 
pared to deal in a summary way with 
those who have advocated the ruinous 
policy of the British gold standard. 
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Another bond deal has been put on the 
skids.

Turkey's military system makes train- 
ed soldiers of nearly all its able-bodied 
men. The standing army numbers 180,000 
men, and the soldiers who have served 
six years and passed into the reserves 
would raise the forces that could be placed 
in the field to 300,000.

The persistent and fanatical opposition 
to the building of railroads in the Chinese 
empire is discussed at length by Consul 
jeneral T. R. Jernigan in his consular re- 
port. Public opinion in China, he says, 
except in certain sections, is still strongly 
opposed to the building of railroads. In 
1876 British merchants at Shanghai built a 
railroad from the mouth of the Uro Sung 
river, a distance of about fifteen miles, but 
in 1877 the provincial authorities acquired 
compulsory possession, tore up the road 
and paid for it. The city of Shanghai is 
situated on the Woo Sung river, and there 
is a bar at the end of the river which 
prevents ships of large tonnage from ap- 
proaching nearer the city. The railroad 
was necessary to facilitate quicker commu- 
nication and the handling and delivery of 
freight, but the all-prevailing prejudice of 
the Chinese to progress defeated the reali- 
zation of any practical benefits from the 
enterprise. Two or three ‘short railroads 
built by British interests are now in opera- 
tion, undisturbed by the native fanatics, 


It is understood that when parliament 
meets the home secretary, Sir Matthew 
White Ridley, who has -been considering 
the numerous documents in the case of 
Mrs. Florence Maybrick, the American 
now undergoing a sentence of imprison- 
ment for life, after having been convicted 
of poisoning her husband, will announce 
his decision, but there is little reason to 
suppose that the case will be reopened. 
Meantime Baroness de Rouques, Mrs. 
Maybrick’s mother, is indignant at the 
rumors which have been circulated in 
America, and more especially to the gross- 
ly sensational statements contained in a 
London letter to The New York Times, 
and published November 24th, referring to 
alleged confessions of a released prisoner. 
Baroness de Rouques, in a letter to the As- 
sociated Press on the subject, says: “I 
desire to state in the most positive man-

thority, that there is not the slightest 
truth in any one of the sensational, de- 
famaitory and cruel statements which are 
circulated at regular intervals @bout my 
daughter, Mrs. Maybrick, and I ask that 
such shall, when repeated by the press be. 
under reserve and that the names of the 
authors be referred to me to deal with. 
I have en@ured with pain and surprise 
these continuous lihgls against a woman 
unable to defend therself or to know about 
these things I appeal to the chivalry and 
fair play of mankind to cease these lying 
statements. Innocent of crime and already 
deeply wronged at least there should be 
no endeavor to cover her with unworthy 
‘confessions.’ ”

Each ‘has his own point of view and nis 
unwillingness to be reconciled to the otners 
opinions. Usually these disputants are both 
right and both wrong. 

““Mustfe is like a foreign tongue, its beau- 
ties are only fully revealed to the linguist— 
it has, indeed, been called the universal 
language, and if one gives to national 
tongues so careful an attention in the 
school curriculum, should not one wish to 
understand this beauttful volapuk? 

“But after all, it is with the individual 
that this desire must originate, as have all 
reat reforms. It must commence with a 

armony between teacher and patron; it 
must spread to a cultivation of music in 
all schools, and it must be furthered by 
churches, and it should be aided by soci- 
ety and the press. 

“Since the musical temperament is a very 
strong organtsm it has beneath all its 
crudities possibilities for improvement, just 
as the public instinct for the drama may 
be turned in time from a taste for low 
buffoonery to legitimate comedy, and as 
the liking for pictures will rise from the 
chromo ideal to the standards of the paint- 
ers’ and sculptors’ art. 

“It would seem that the public should 
have sufficient self-appreciation to recog- 
nize this innate ability, and assist the mu- 
sicilan to develope a taste that was meant 
to be divine. 

“Such an admirable conceit would ren- 
der the evolution of the public musical 
temperament facile.”’ 

In the afternoon the congress programme 
continued and presented as its special feat- 
ure the address on “Peace,” by Mrs. Belle 
Castleman Carrol, commissioner from Mis- 
souri to the exposition. Mrs. Carrol is one 
of the most brilliant and distinguished 
women of her state and is prominently as- 
sociated with all its public interests. 

Mrs. Carrol is worthy the social leader- 
ship that is hers wherever she goes. She 
is tall and stately, with queenly bearing 
and graceful manner, and was pronounced 
by the Grarid Duke Alexis, on his visit to 
America, the most beautiful American wo- 
man he had ever seen. Mrs. Carrol’s paper 
was complete in its strength of discus- 
sion and beauty of expression, and she won 
the hheartiest applause from her apprecia- 
tive audience. 

“Heredity” was the subject of a brilliant 
paper read by Mrs. E. C. Caflin, of At- 
lanta. It was deeply scientific but express- 
ed in a clear and practical manner, and 
was appreciated by all who heard it. 

*“‘Mind Versus. Matter’ was another scien- 
tific subject handled in an able and forcible 
paper read by Mrs. Williams, a woman of 
deep intellect and mental culture.

Two More Victims of the Frightful 
Railroad Accident. 


GLEASON AND AN UNKNOWN 


Southern Railway Officials Fix the 
Responsibility for the Collision 
and Dismiss the Guilty Man. 


Death claimed one more victim of the 
frightful railroad accident near Chattahoo- 
chee Christmas night, and still another 
dead man was found in the debris of the 
wreck yesterday morning. 

Six men lost their lives in the wreck 
which, it is thought, completes the lst of 
fatalities, although it is possible that there 
are other bodies in the mass of wreckage. 
The dead are: 

ENGINEER J.°-N. WOOD. 

TRAMP, THOMAS GLEASON. 

FIREMAN DUKE WOOD, colored. 

FIREMAN W. H. SHELLS, coloréd. 

DUKE DAVIS, colored. 

UNKNOWN TRAMP. 

The injured are Engineer Roberts, Joel

The last four are tramps, now at the 
Grady hospital. ' 

All of the injured are thought to be out 
of danger. Engineer Roberts and Joel 
Junior are under the care of Drs. Jarnigan 
and Hancock, the Southern railroad’s sur- 
geons. 

Gleason Died Yesterday. 

Tramp Gleason died at the hospital yes- 
terday morning. The tramp found in the 
wreckage has not been identified, and it 
will be a difficult matter to learn his name. 
His body and face are badly mangled and 
mashed, and his features are unrecogniz- 
able. He was found under a pile of coal. 

Gleason was taken to the hospital the 
morning after the wreck, and no hope 
for his recovery was entertained. He was 
the most seriously injured of all of the 
tramps. 

Is He John B. Aycock? 

The railroad officials think that the debris 
has now been thoroughly searched, and 
they expect to find no more dead bodies. 
The unknown tramp had nothing on his 
person which would serve to identify him 
except a pocket handkerchief bearing the 
name of “John B. Aycock.”’ The Officials 
have no idea that the cloth bore the name 
of the victim. It cannot be told how he 
met his death, but the officials think that 
he was either riding on the coal car or was 
stowed away in the ice box of the refrig- 
erator car next to the coal car. 

Bodies Buried Yesterday. 

The bodies of all the dead men, except 
Gleason and the unknown tramp, have been 
disposed of. The first four victims to die 
have been or will be buried this morning. 
The body of Engineer J. N. Wood, of 
669 South Pryor street, was taken to Bol- 
ton and interred yesterday afternoon. The 
bedy of Duke Davis, colored, was sent to 
Powder Springs; that of W. H. Shell, to 
Rome, where it will be buried this morn- 
ing, and that of Duke Wood, the colored 
fireman, will be buried at South View 
cemetery this morning. 

The final disposition of the bodies of 
Tramp Gleason and the unknown tramp 
has not yet been decided upon, but they 
will probably be buried in Atlanta. 

The Responsibility Fixed. 

The Southern railroad officials have fixed 
the responsibility for the accident upon 
Conductor D. M. Ginn and Engineer VD. 
W. Wood, of the outgoing freight. They 
say that the records of the road show 
that none others could have in any way 
been responsible for the terrible collision, 
the most serious in several years occurring 
On the road. 

Conductor Ginn admits the responsibility of 
the collision, together with his engineer, 
Wood, who was killed, he stating that it 
was due to a misunderstanding, in that 
they thought a passing freight train was 
the one they were to have met and passed 
at Peyton, causing them to run on by 
Peyton and colliding with the incoming 
train. Conductor Ginn and Engineer Wood 
were given orders, the effect of which was 
that their train was scheduled to wait at 
Peyton until the incoming train had ar- 
rived from Austell. 

Saw the Wrong Train. 

Instead of stopping when they reached 
Peyton the outgoing train thundered by 
and rolled on into the jaws of the incom- 
ing train a short distance beyond. Con- 
ductor Ginn says that while in the Atlanta 
yards he saw a freight train coming in 
and took it to be the one he had orders 
to meet at Peyton. For that reason his 
train did not stop at the station. 

Conductor Ginn was discharged from the 
service of the Southern vesterday. He made 
a report of the accident to the officials. ad- 
mitting his responsibility in the matter, 
explaining why his train did not stop at 
Peyton. He, of course, deeply regretted 
the terrible affair. 


Trainmaster Bennett Talks.

Bureau To Remain. 


A STATE INSTITUTION GETS IT 


Valuable Mineral Collection To Go to 
the Girls’ Normal and Indus- 
trial School. 


The exhibit of the California bureau will 


remain in Georgia. 
It will be tendered to the Girls’ Normal 


and Industrial college and will be shipped 
to that institution upon the elose of the 
exposition. 

The exhibit was secured through the ef- 
forts of Mr. Alfred C. Newell, the repre- 
sentative of The Constitution on the ex- 
position grounds, and the kindness of Hon. 


J. A. Filcher, commissioners from Cali- 
fornia and manager of the state board of 
trade. 

This collection, which will be sent to the 
college, comprises some of the rarest min- 
eral specimens, and was pronounced by 
all geological experts visiting the fair to 
be a display of high value. In variety is 
is one of the best collections made by the 
California mining bureau. This is one of 
the strongest institutions of its kind in the 
United States, and was organized come 
years ago in a unique way. 

According to a law passed by the gen- 
eral assembly of the state every share of 
mining stock sold in California paid in a 
certain per cent for the purpose of estab- 
lishing and carrying on the work of the 
mining bureau. This act was passed in 
1880, and for several years large sums 
were paid into the state treasury, and the 
bureau did great work in carrying forward 
the mining industry and furthering its 
cause by experiment and discovery. Sev- 
eral years ago, however, there came a 
lull in the business, and the bureau came 
in sad need of funds. At that time Hon. 
J. A. Filcher was representing his dis- 
trict in the senate and by him a bill for 
appropriation was introduced and passed. 
This once. more put the organization on 
a solid footing, and since then it has done 
a huge work. 

One of the largest contributions to the 
exhibit of the state board of trade when 
that organization was preparing its dis- 
play for the Atlanta exposition, was the 
mineral collection of the state mining bu- 
reau. This was made up of every known 
mineral in that section, all properly la- 
beled and classified. Almost every known 
mineral was there represented by rare and 
beautiful specimens. The collection tak- 
en from the museum to bring to the expo- 
sition was considered one of the most val- 
uable. 

It has been on exhibit at the display of 
the state board of trade in the manufac- 
tures and liberal arts building. Here it 
has been visited by thousands and received 
the highest commendation from all who 
saw it and especial praise from experts. 

Upon the request of Mr. Newell Colonel 
Filcher considered the proposition to let 
the collection remain in the south as a 
permanent display of California’s mineral 
wealth. Upon this line the commissioner 
corresponded with the members of tpe 
board of trustees of the state mining bu- 
reau, and his suggestion met with hearty 
indorsement and acquiescence. They agreed 
to let the collection remain at a southern 
institution and supplemented this assent 
with the statement that from time to time 
they would be glad to send further con- 
tributions to the collection and add to it 
each year as fast as experiments and dis- 
coveries were made. 

This fact was made known to Governor 
Atkingon, president of the board of trus- 
tees, and to President J. Harris Chappell, 
who came to Atlanta for the special pur- 
pose of eonferring with Colonel Filcher. 
This conference was altogether satisfactory 
to both parties and resulted in the formal 
tendering of the exhibit to the Girls’ Nor- 
mal and Industrial college. In several 
days arrangerfents will be made for ship- 
ment, and the full collection will remain in 
Georgia. 

California has made a great record at 
the exposition. Both the exhibits of the 
state board of trade and the Los Angeles 
chamber of commerce have attracted uni- 
versal notice. 

The exhibit of the state board of trade 
occupies the east corner of the manufac- 
tures and liberal arts hall, while the Los 
Angeles display is made in the California 
building at the end of the machinery 
hall. In these exhibits California has been 
better represented than any other state at 
the fair. 

The collection” of minerals tendered the 
Georgia college for girls will be a lasting 
memorial of the courtesy and enterprise 
of the Golden State.

Spalding, and resigned one day before 
Mr. Spalding banded in his resignation as 
receiver. 

Immediately upon the acceptance of the 
resignation of Mr. Algee as auditor and 
treasurer, a committee was appointed by 
the railroad to investigate his accounts, as 
is always done upon the retirement of an 
officer of a road. The committee went 
through the accounts and after several 
weeks reported a discrepancy of $1,822.39. 
The discrepancy was claimed by the com- 
mittee to have begun since the term of 
Mr. Algee and a rule nisi was taken in 
the United States district court requiring 
Mr. Algee to show cause why he was not 
in contempt of court by refusing to pay 
the amount of the discrepancy afier it had 
been demanded.

The east-bound lines have now agreed that 
when the original bill of lading or ship- 
ping receipt is taken up and retained by 
the western roads a receipt or certificate 
for the same, signed by the local freight 
agent of the western line delivering the 
property, will be accepted in lieu of the 
original bill of lading.

HARRIS MAY RESIGN. 
TECHNOLOGICAL TRUSTEES MAY 
VACATE THEIR POSITIONS. 


In an Interview Last Night President 
Harris Said He Would Probably 
Leave the Board. 


A meeting of the board of trustees of the 
Georgia School of Technology will be held 
next week and many questions of vital im- 
portance to the school will be considered. 

Hon. N. E. Harris, of Maccn, who is 
president of the board of trustees, will 
probably hand in his resignation to the 
board. Mr. Harris has been identified with 
the school since it was founded and was, 
in fact, the originator of the institution. 
as it was he who introduced a bill in the 
legislature asking for the incorporation 
of the school and its first appropriation. 

The resignation of Dr. L 8. Hopkins, 
president of the school, which was but re- 
cently accepted by the board of trustees, 
has caused a vacancy that must be filled 
before the opening of the spring and sum- 
mer term for ’96. The successor of Dr. 
Hopkins will doubtless be named at the 
called meeting next week and public inter- 
est is centered upon the result of the meet- 
ing. Several names have been suggested 
for the president's chair and.these names 
will be considered by the board. 

The failure of the passage of the bill 
asking for an appropriation of $10,000 from 
the state has caused much dissatisfaction 
and disappointment among the members of 
the board of trustees and may result in 
many members handing in their resignation. 
The matter will be taken up at the meet- 
ing next week and the trustees will dis- 
cuss several questions in which the public 
is greatly interested. 

Mr. Harris May Resign. 

President Harris was called up over the 
telephone last night in Macon and asked 
what action the board was to take in re- 
gard to the arrangements for the future 
conduct of the school. 

“I am going to call a meeting of the 
board of trustees for the first Friday or 
Saturday in January,” said he, “and we 
will give our attention to several impor- 
tant questions. . 

“T haven't a word to say in regard to the 
failure of the appropriation bill at this 
time, but the matter will be discussed at 
the meeting next week and we will prepare 
something for publication after the meet- 
ing is held. 

“As to my resignation and the causes 
that might induce me to resign, I prefer 
not to say at present. I have been con- 
sidering the matter and it is likely that I 
may resign. I do not know when, but pos- 
sibly at the called meeting of the board. 
I do not know what the others may do, 
and am speaking only for myself. 

“The future of the school will be dis- 
cussed at this meeting and we will con- 
sider what is best to be done. I do not 
know what will be accomplished at the 
meeting and will not know until it is held.” 

Governor Atkinson Is Interested. , 

Governor Atkinson has been apprised of 
the dissatisfaction caused by the failure of 
the passage of the appropriation bill at 
the last session of the legislature and will 
do all he can to prevent the resignation of 
any of the members of the board of trus- 
tees. He realizes that the present board 
has done much for the success of the in- 
stitution and will request that the members 
continue. He has notified several members 
that their regisnation, if presented, will 
not be accepted, as the welfare of the 
school will be greatly affected by a break 
in the board. 

Who Will Be President? 

Much speculation is rife as to who will 
succeed Dr. Hopkins as president of the 
school. ig 

Dr. Hopkins has been president since 
¢he school first started and under his admin 
istration the institution has prospered. He 
has accomplished a great deal of good and 
his resignation was accepted with regret. 

The president's chair carries with it 
many responsibilities and cares and the 
duties of the office are exceedingly onerous 
and tedious. It is a position, however, in 
which the field of usefulness is unlimited 
and is also one of dignity and honor. The 
public and patrons of the school are await- 
ing the action of the board with much 
eagerness.

BRYANT IN JAIL FOR HER DEATH 


Cause of the Mysterious Shooting Af- 
fray in Reynoldstown Ten Nights 
Ago May Never Be Known. 


Katie Weods, the young colored woman 
who was shot by J. P. Bryant, the Mari- 
etta street furniture dealer, died at the 
Grady hospital after midnight yesterday 
morning. She had been lying at the hos- 
pital in a precarious condition since the 
shccting, but her death was not expected. 

Bryant is confined tu the county jail 
awaiting the course of the law in’ the 
case. He was arrested on the night of the 
shooting and lodged in the station house 
on a charge of assault with intent to mur- 
der and was later transferred to jail on 
a state warrant of the same charge. He 
will now be held on a charge of murder. 

The shooting occurred at the home of 
the negro woman on ‘Wells street in Reyn- 
oldstown about ten days ago. The affair 
was shreuded in mystery and now that 
the victim of the affray is dead the truco 
cause of the shuoting may never be known. 
It was said that the woman was accident- 
ally shot, but the story told by one of tne 
woman’s relatives-the night of the shovot- 
ing contradicted the statement. 

It seems that Bryant went to the house 
of the Woods weman for the purpose of 
collecting money on an account. The furn- 
iture dealer was a creditor of the dead 
woman’s mother and when she died the 
debt was assumed by Katie Woods. On 
the night of the shooting Bryartt was 
drunk and when arrested and carried to 
the police station he vould give no satis- 
factory account of the affair. He had been 
attacked and his head was badiy bruised 
up, we blood flowing from the wounds 
freely. 

When an officer saw Bryant going along 
Alabama stroet with his face and hands 
bloody he was stopped and seat to polico 
headquarters to be held until it could be 
learned where he got his wounus. He 
stated at random that he had been at- 
tacked on Hunter street. The negro Wo- 
man was dangerously wounded and she 
was removed from her house to the hos- 
poiet, yay every effort was ‘made to save 

er life. 

Bryant was informed of the death of 
the woman yesterday. He expressed regret 
and said that he was very sorry of tho 
affair. He claims that the shooting was 
accidental. He was allowed tu call up the 
huspital by telephone and make inquires 
about the death of the woman. 

Coroner Paden was notitied of the death 
of the woman yesterday morning and le 
took charge of the body. An inquest will 
be held this morning and an effort made 
to ascertain the cause of the shooting. 
The county police have charge of the case 
against Bryant and they swore out the 
warrant against him.

LEFT AT APPOMATTOX. 


EFFORTS TO BRING TO LIGHT 
SOME OLD GUNS. 


Letter to Colonel J. B. Richardson 
from Ashley W. Cole Throwing 
Light on the Subject. 


When Colonel J. B. Richardson, com- 
manding the Washington Artillery, of New 
Orleans, came to Atlanta at the opening 
of the exposition with his gallant soldiers 
who march beneath the banner of this 
celebrated command, there was a pretty 
incident of the visit which seems now to 
evolve a happy realization. 

One night while Colonel Richardson was 
enjoying a reception at the Capital City 
Club in this city and was chatting pleas- 
antly with several governors and dignita 
ries there, he made reference to the loss 
of some old guns which the Washington 
Artillery had left on the field of Appomat- 
tox when Lee handed out his sword to 
Grant. 

Mr. Ashley W. Cole, private secretary 
to Governor Levi P. Morton, of New York, 
said: 

“Why don’t you get those guns back and 
keep them as relics?” 

“Well, I would sift the matter to the 
dregs if I thought there was any chance 
of ever getting the guns,’’ replied Colorci 
Richardson. 

Here Mr. Cole led Colonel Richardsor:. 
over to where Governor Morton and Gen- 
eral Scnofield were sitting and told them 
the story. They at once became interested 
in the enthusiasm of the gallant colonel 
and declared that they wovld join in the 
work of trying to bring to light the old 
guns. 

Nothing further was said of the matter 
or heard of the proposition until Colonel 
Richardson received the following lettcr 
the other day: 

“Colonel J. B. Richardson, Commanding 
Washington Artillery, New Orleans, La. 
Dear Colonel—Since I left you at Atlanta 
I have written fully to the secretary of 
war regarding the chances of obtaining 
the return to the Washington Aritillery of 
one or more of the old gums used by the 
battery during the civil war. The secre- 
tary referred the matter to the chief cf 
ordnance, Brigadier General D. W. Tlag- 
ler, who, after apologizing for the long 
delay, writes as follows: 

“If Colonel J. B. Richardson, formerly 
commander of the Washington Artliilery, 
of New Orleans, will send me the numbers 
of the guns you mention, and their caliber, 
or the names by which the guns are desig- 
nated, I will do all in my power to cormnply 
with your request. If the guns Were of 
United States manufacture these numbers 
will be on the face of the muzzle, sand il 
they have not’ been disposed of, and also, 
if they were of confederate or other man- 
ufacture, they may have numbers on then: 
and if they were, we would have io record 
of such numbers and I could not hunt up 
the guns at the arsenal by their numbers 
If Colonel Richardson, however, will give 
me a description of the guns there might 
be some chance of. finding them, thoucsh, 
I am sorry to say, very slight. I will, 


however, take pleasure in doing all I can: 


to accommedate you in the matter.’ 

“When we taiked the matter over that 
day at the Piedmont Club 1 think you told 
me that you had all of the foundry or ord- 
mance marks of your old guns: I think, 
therefore, that it will he as weil for you 
to open correspondence direct wih Gen- 
eral Flagier and give him such aid toward 
identification as you can. I may say, also, 
that General D. W. Flagler, United Siates 
army, is a brother of General Benjamin 
Flagler. a war veteran and chief of ord- 
nance on Governor Morton's staff. Wwe 
may, therefore, calculate on Ay hearty as- 
sistance in furthering our plans, and I! 
have already written askirg for his assist- 
ance. 

“IT have never yet had the pleasure of 
visiting the charming Crescent City, but 
if ever those old guns can be exhumeu 
from Appomattox field and delivered to 
the Washington Artillery, you may expect 
to see me riding astride msc of them into 
yew Orleaas.

THE NEGRO CONGRESS 


Colored Women Discuss the Affairs of 
the Day. 


INTERESTNIG TALKS MADE! 


They Believe in the Educational Ad- 
vancement of Their Race—The 


Programme Today. 


————— 


The first colored national congress of 
colored women convened yesterday morning 
in the Bethel African Methodist Episcopal 
church and was called to order by Mrs. 
Rosetta E. Lawson, of the Ladies’ Auxilia- 
ry board of Washington, D. C. 

At the opening of the session there were 
representatives present numbering 150 from 
twenty-five states of the union. 

The congress was organiezd by the selec- 
tion of Mrs. Lucy Thurman, of Jackson, 
Mich., as president: Mrs. Booker T. Wash- 
ington, of Alabama, and Mrs. F. E. W. 
Harper, of Pennsylvania, vice presidents; 
Mrs. Rosetta E. Lawson and Professor 
Mary V. Cook, secretaries. The commis- 
sioners of the congress representing twenty- 
five states were then introduced. 

The welcome address was delivered by 
Mrs. H. R. Butler. ; 

“We are today living in an age of progress 
and development,” said she, “an age when 
men and women are uniting as they have 
never uited before for the betterment of 
humanity and the proper. advancement of 
the country. Expositions are potent agen- 
cies which bring men and women together, 
causing them to see and realize the divine 
impress upon each and all regardless of 
race, color or previous condition.” 

The response was made by President 
Lawson, of Washington, D..C. In respond- 
ing she paid a tribute to the negro exhibit 
and the work accomplished by Commis- 
sioner I. Garland Penn. She said that 
while the Ladies’ Auxiliary board, of 
Washington, D. C., had many duties upon 
them in connection with the work, 
they felt constrained to take the bur- 
densome work of the congress inasmuch as 
they had vigorously struggled to secure the 
creditable exhibit from the District of Co- 
lumbia amid great opposition. Said she, 
“Tt has been said that international exhib- 
its cultivate the tastes and modify the in- 
dustries of the nation and it is highly prop- 
er that we, the product of southern soil, 
should greet the nations of the earth here 
and show to them the capabilities of the 
race. Our achievements and productions 
of the past thirty years of freedom speak 
in terms not to be mistaken concerning our 
possibilities for the future and the con- 
centration of our efforts within the walls 
of the magnificent building set apart for 
us will always be a red letter page in the 
history of the colored people of this 
country. 

“We feel proud of the opportunity af- 
forded us by the Atlanta exposition com- 
pany and are here to express our apprecia- 
tion. The recognition here being the act 
of a southern company will go far toward 
bringing about that harmony of sections 
so much desired for the betterment of our 
race.”’ 

At the morning session several distin- 
guished men of the race were present. 
Bishop W. J. Gaines spoke and pledged 
his support to woman in all endeavors 
laudable. Hon. J. C. Napier, chief of the 
negro department of the Nashville cen- 
tennial, and Dr. J. T. Jenifer, of Wash- 
ingion, were also presented and made ap- 
propriate addresses 

Commissioner 1. Garland Penn, of the 
negro building, was introduced by the 
chairman as the young man who had occu- 
pied anything but a pleasant position, but 
withal had been crowned with signal suc- 
cess by his indefatigable labors. ]t was 
Commissioner Penn who suggested anid 
formulated the congresses held and in a 
short speech he thanked the women of his 
race for the showing they were making 
and the success that was evidently in their 
congresses. With the appointment of com- 
mitiees on credentials and resolutions, the 
morning sessron adjourned. .

Grant’s Prophetic Words. 


From The Chicago Times-Herald. 

The senate of the United States without 
dissenting voice passed Christmas eve 
a bill removing the disabilities which hith- 
erto have deprived ex-confederates of the 
privilege of enlisting in the army and navy 
of the United States. 

There is not the slightest doubt that the 
house will accept the senate bill and pass 
it. No vestige will then remain on the 
books of the disbarment of any class or 
portion of our citizens on account of the 
miseable error already a generation be- 
hind us. Not many remain who participat- 
ed in that conflict on either side, but of all 
the remnant there cannot be one who will 
not rejoice that with the incoming of the 
year 1896 the feeling of ’76 has been wholly 
renewed. We are but one people, with one 
country, with one flag. May it float over 
a united country forever! 

Among the last words written by Grant 
are these: “The war has made us a na- 
tion of great power and intelligence. We 
have but little to do to preserve peace. 
happiness and prosperity at home and 
the respect of other nations. Our experi- 
ence ought to teach us the necessity of 
the first; our power secures the latter. 
I feel that we are on the eve of a new 
era, when there is to be great harmony 
bet ween the federal and the confederate. 
I cannot stay to be a living witness to the 
correctness of this prophecy, but I feel 
it within me that it is to be so 

The eve of the era is passing: the era 
has arrived, We may be indebted to the 
doggedness of a foreign statésman for 
ushering it in a littie sooner than it might 
otherwise have come, The fact that it has 
come; that the confederate is no longer 
that nor the federal that, but all one and 
Americans, bodes good not only for our 
internal progress and happiness but for 
the fulfillment of that branch also of 
Grant’s prediction, “our power secures the 
resepect of other nations.” That this re- 
spect shall also secure our peace is not the 
least of the sources of happiness the new 
era assures to the republic. 

This is the reply of the American people 
to the intimation across the water that a 
foreign attack would find us once more a 
divided nation.

HONORED BY THE BAR 


A Portrait of Judge Newman To Be Hung 
On the Walls of His Cour ro mn. 


DECIDED SEVERAL DAYS AGO 


Colonel N. J. Hammond Will Make the 
Speech of Presentation—Judge 
Newman’s Record. 


A handsome portrait of Judge William T. 
Newman will be hung on the walls of the 
federal courtroom early in the month of 
January. 

The portrait is now in the studio of Mr. 
Albert Guerry, the artist. It is a faith- 
ful likeness of the original, and is one 
of the best productions of this gifted ar- 
tist’s brush. 

At a meeting of the local bar held sev- 
eral days ago a committee consisting of 
Messrs. B. H. Hill, W. C. Glenn and 
George L. Bell was appointed to complete 
all arrangements for the hanging of the 
portrait, which is presented to the court 
by the friends and admirers of Judge New- 
man at the bar. 

This committee has arranged a pro- 
gramme, and the picture will be presented 
to the court on the 4th of next January, 
at which time the court will assemble af- 
ter the Christmas recess, 

Judge Don A. Pardee, of New Orleans, 
will preside unless detained by official ob- 
ligations, and Hon. N. J. Hammond wl 
make the speech of presentation. Colonel 
Hammond is one of the foremost lawyers 
at the Georgia bar. His legal business 
frequently carries him into the jurisdiction 
of the federal court, and his acquaintance 
with Judge Newman in this way makes 
him a proper person to present the por- 
trait. 

The ceremonies will doubtless 
imposing. 

Judge Newman was appointed to the 
bench during the first administration of 
President Cleveland, his predecessor being 
Judge McCoy, and before him Judge Ers- 
kine. The manner in which Judge New- 
man has won the ermine of his high post- 
tion has been both dignified and able. He 
has made a record which places him 
among the foremost judges on the federal 
bench in this section of the country, and 
one which makes him the peer, in every 
sense, of his lamented predecessors. His 
decisions are carefully prepared, and are 
models of pure diction, logical statement 
and concise expression. It may be said 
without the slightest deviation from the 
truth that Judge Newman has been sus- 
tained almost invariably by \the supreme 
court of the United States, and in no im- 
portant case has his decision ever been 
reversed. 

The placing of his. portrait on the walls 
of the courtroom is a well-merited compli- 
ment to this able and taithful occupant 
of the bench.

There will be a sharp contest over dis- 
trict and gencra]l delegates and it is said 
that the names of several prominent re- 
publicans throughout the state have becu 
announced by their friends, but the dele- 
gates will not be known until the conven- 
tion.meets in the spring. The delegates 
at large—four in number—are clected by 
the sessicn. The names will be placed 
in nomination and wilil then be decidcd 
by ballot. The district delegates are y we 
ed not by the convention, but by the deie- 
gates frcm each district. The convention 
is divided into as many subconventions 
as there are districts and each subconvon- 
tion elects the two delegates and two al 
tert ates. 

Just how the delegates will be instructed 
cannot be told until after the convention 
adjourns. There are many names which 
will doubtless be placed before the na- 
tional convention in St. Louis and the con- 
test will probably be one of the warmest 
that has occurred in many years. Among 
the names that are now being discussed 
are Reed, Lincoln, Morton, Allison, Harri- 
son, McKinley, Reid and Alger, and many 
others are included in the ;ist. Chairman 
A. E. Buck was seen yesterday afternoon 
and when asked what was new in the po- 
litical situation, said: 


Chairman Buck’s Views. 

“There is nothing that I] could say that is 
particularly new. The central committee 
will meet tomorrow and the call for the 
meeting of the state convention will be 
made. VvYhat will be done by the conven- 
tion is something that canrot be said now, 
as the result cannot be foretold at this 
early day. There are many candidates for 
state representatives at large, but I have 
nct the slightest idea who will be elected. 
All of that will be determined upon by 
the convention.”’ 

“Our party,” said he, “is stronger in 
Georgia than it has ever been before. We 
will add many recruits to our ranks this 
canrpaign and the prospects for success 
are very encouraging. I attribute the 
increase in numbers to two causes: one is 
that many have become dissatisfied with 
the present administration and then the 
present protection question will be made 
a live issue. . Those who believe in pro- 
tection are increasing in numbers. 

“There will, of course, be many names 
placed in novnination for the presidency 
at the St. Louis convention, chief among 
which will be Reéd, Allison and McKinley. 
From reports that have reached me it 
looks as if McKinley is a Nttle in the ma- 
jority among the voters of the state, but 
then there are “others who are probably 
just as popular and may make just as 
good a race.” 


General Lewis Too Busy To Talk. 

General J. R. Lewis was seen also in 
regard to the meeting of the convention 
and its work. He said he knew nothing 
at all of the situation, as he had been so 
busy with exposition matters that he had 
given but little attention to political ques- 
tions. 

“IT have been so busy and so completely 
overwhelmed with work as secretary of 
the exposition that I really haven’t had 
time to devote to politics. I am not a 
member of the central committee and 
knew nothing of the call until I read the 
announcement in The Constitution - this 
morning. 

“T have no expression to make in regard 
to the probable republican candidate for 
president, as I am not familiar with the 
situation.’’ 

Governor Bullock on Party Strength. 

Ex-Governor Bullock is not especially in- 
terested in the work of the campaign 
that has practically been inaugurated, as 
his duties as one of the vice presidents 
of the exposition and a member of the 
jury of awards has consumed most of his 
time. He is not a member of the central 
committee, and said he was not in a posi-
